NEW VEHICLE CODE PROVISIONS 
N um erous am en d m en ts to the state m otor 
vehicle code have 
been adopted by the legislature, and it Ls to the advantage of au to m o ­ 
bile ow ners and operators to acq u ain t them selves prom ptly with the 
new regulations. 


O ik of i he most im p o rtan t oi them , however, does not go into 
effect until S eptem ber 1, an d m otorists will ru n into trouble if th ey 
try to put it into effect them selves before th a t time. 
T his is the rule 
increasing th e legal speed limit to fifty miles an hour in unrestricted 
aiea.^ and to tw enty, tw enty-five an d th irty miles in oth er designated 
places, 
I he a m en d m e n t should bring about m ore sensible speed r e ­ 
strictions. 
Previous lim itations of 20 miles an hour on m an y stretches 
of highw ay were absurd and resulted in widespread w inked-at-violations. 
At the sam e time, m otorists should bear in m ind th a t the new 
m axim um limit of fifty miles an hour m eans fifty miles and no more. 
P u ttin g this higher limit into effect, and enforcing it rigidly, should go 
far in preventing accidents attributable to reckless speed on the h ig h ­ 
ways. 
Fifty miles an hour on the open road appears a fully adequate 
rate of speed. 
The new code says th a t ra te should not be exceeded, and 
drivers should keep w ithin its bounds.

MOUNTING IMPORTS 
We have heard a great deal from the low tariff advocates of v ary ­ 
ing degree of innoculation about how reciprocal treaties were to im ­ 
prove our foreign irade. 


A reciprocal lowering of duties, they say, will help our exporters 
because this will enable th e aliens to buy more of our goods since we 
were enriching th em by purchasing their goods. 
B ut even the m ost benighted free tra d e r 'will h ardly argue, we 
believe, th a t an increase of im ports Ls a good thing unless it is accom ­ 
panied by an en larg em en t of exports in a sim ilar degree, especially 
w hen a great p art of th e im ports are com m odities which we could have 
produced at home. 


In view of all the felicitating that has been going on am ong the 
tariff reducers them selves, concerning the effects of these new b a r­ 
gaining treaties, a look a t the record m ight be convincing. 
T he record 
is official and the G u a ra n ty Survey, publication of the G u a ra n ty T ru st 
C om pany of New York, recently sum m ed it up in this concise language: 
• The value of exports in M arch am ounted to $256.390,000, while 
im ports totaled $306.699,000. 
Foreign trade during the first q u arter of 
thus year also resulted in an im port surplus and was considerably above 
the total for the corresponding period last year. 
Exports during th a t 
q u arte r had an aggregate value of $710.911.000, while im ports am ounted I 
to $824.469.000.
